SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Husband in Training is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book is a paperback consisting of 150 pages of story and author’s note and ten 
pages of advertising for video recordings, books, sex toys, magazines, and telephone 
sex. The story describes how a young male is trained to become a submissive 
husband. The book is classified as objectionable because it promotes and supports 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and the use of coercion to 
compel a person to submit to sexual conduct. The book describes sexual activity 
between the young male and his aunt when he is barely pubescent. The aunt controls 
her nephew's ejaculations by making him wear either a chastity belt or a corset and 
masturbates him herself. The nephew is described as both having no choice in the 
matter and as receiving sexual pleasure from his aunt. The youthfulness of the 
nephew is heavily sexualised and is presented so as to sexually titillate the reader. 

These descriptions of the contents of the book fall under sub-sections 3(2)(a) and 
3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 
Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming section that cannot be given a meaning that 
is consistent with the rights and freedoms under the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act). Therefore, si4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to this book.
